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Boston F hentur Market Opens 


Boston florists are now doing busi- 
ness in the big new market which has 
been established in the old Cyclorama 
Building on Tremont St., running 
through to Warren Ave. Although the 
work of remodeling the building has 
not been entirely completed, the in- 
terior of the mammoth salesroom has 
been brought to a point where busi- 
ness can be conducted without diffi- 
culty. 


White Woodwork 


It is a wonderful room, and makes 
a strong impression upon everybody 
who enters it for the first time. The 
proportions are immense, and the 
great dome in the center not only lets 
in a flood of light, but also adds im- 
measurably to the appearance of the 
place. 

The level stalls, painted white, 
with an abundance of passage room, 
are a pleasing feature. The high 


shelves which cluttered the old mar- 
ket have been done away with, so 
that there is an unobstructed view 
from one side to the other. The large 
booths at the sides of the room are 
another feature which attracts much 
favorable comment. They have been 
taken by members who have an es- 
pecially large business, and are made 
particularly serviceable by the fact 
that each booth has its own ice box 
and office. Then, of course, there are 
the huge community chests at one 
side of the big room, with the offices, 
telephone booths and the like on the 
other side. 


The Final Work 


The work on the entrance is going 
forward very rapidly, and is to be fin- 
ished without fail, it is stated, on the 
first of March, so that everything 
about the building will be completed 
by the time the big flower show is 


held on March 10. This entrance, with 
its broad stairway, will make a splen- 
did approach to the market. 

The work of moving was taken up 
last Saturday and completed on Mon- 
day. In fact, the sale of flowers 
started Monday morning, and the con- 
signments were large. Everybody was 
well pleased with the conditions under 
which the initial sales were made. 


Auction of Stalls 


The auctioning of the booths and 
stalls was carried out Saturday morn- 
ing, with a large number of growers 
present. Mr. N. F. McCarthy was the 
auctioneer, and most of the directors 
of the market were present. There 
was much speculation as to which 
stalls would be considered the most 
desirable, and thus command the larg- 
est premiums. Apparently opinions 
differed widely, because some growers 
were willing to pay a good sized bo- 
nus for a stall at the Tremont St. 
side, while others preferred the War- 
ren Ave. side at the same price. On 
the whole, the stalls in the middle of

the market seemed to be most in de- 
mand. The rental of each stall is 
$10.50,, but in several instances as 
high as $21.50 was bid for particular 
locations. J. K. Chandler was one of 
the growers who paid this premium. 

The largest number of individual 
stalls was obtained by J. Cohen, who 
took 14 in all. Moe Liebman took 12 
stalls. Wm. H. Elliot acquired 10 
stalls. Altogether about 200 stalls 
were disposed of. 

There was special interest also in 
the sale of the booths, which are very 
commodious and very desirable. They 
were secured by the Budlong Rose 
Co., the Boston Rose Co., Peirce Bros. 
and Arnold-Fisher, Rogean and Noyes 
(Halifax Gardens), Thomas Roland, 
Wm. Hastings, Wm. Carr, McDonald 
& William Sim, and Mann Bros. 


The Mammoth Salesroom 


When the work in the main sales- 
room has been completed, 22,000 
square feet of floor space will be avail- 
able. This will accommodate 250 stalls, 
each with 16 square feet and with 
wide aisles. Plans have already been 
drawn for the erection of an addition 
on the Warren Ave. side which will 
increase the total floor area to 29,000 
square feet and provide offices on the 
floor above. This addition is to be 
erected when funds are available. 

The Cyclorama Building has had a 
long and varied career. It was erected 
some years after the Civil War to 
house the panorama entitled “The 
Battle of Gettysburg” which was vis- 
ited by thousands of people from all 
parts of the country. Later it was 


used for another panorama called 
“The Siege of Paris’ and afterwards 
as an armory and an arena for fistic 
battles. Of late years it has been 
used as a garage. The building is 
remarkably well constructed, being 
made of brick with thick walls and 
with a floor of reinforced concrete 
with vitrified brick on top. 

There are 40 adjustable windows 
in the sides of the building which give 
ample ventilation, and the enormous 
skylight in the dome made of rein- 
forced glass will practically eliminate 
the use of electric lights. The orig- 
inal Cyclorama Building was round, 
but additions on two sides have made 
it. possible to obtain a room with a 
floor area which is practically 135x220 
feet. a. 

Nothing has been omitted which 
will add to the comfort and. conven- 
ience of the salesmen and their pa- 
trons. The community ice chest is a 
mammoth affair, built by the Frick 
Co. of Waynesboro, Pa., and in- 
stalled -by the Refrigerating .Ma- 
chinery Co., of. Boston. It is am am- 
monia system, and the refrigerating 
apparatus is located outside of. the 
market proper, being separated from 
it by a 12-inch wall. In this way all 
possible danger of fumes entering the 
salesroom is obviated. i 


Telephone Conveniences 


Telephone booths’: are scattered 
throughout the place, and there are 
two metal amplifiers by which any- 
one wanted to answer an outside call 
can be readily summoned. 

The directors’ room and the offices 


are commodious and adequate for all 
needs. The heating apparatus has 
been installed by John Chatman, and 
a temperature of 70 degrees is guaran- 
teed, even in the coldest weather. 


On the Warren Ave. side a long 
platform has been constructed, with 
a-ramp leading to the double doors 
in the marketplace. This makes it 
possible to load and unload boxes and 
crates quickly and with a minimum 
amount of handling. 


How the Plan Was Started 


The plan for obtaining a new mar- 
ket building was started more than a 
year ago, when it became evident that 
the leases on the old market rooms 
in Winthrop Square could not be re- 
newed except at a very. exorbitant 
rental. Measures were then taken to 
consolidate: the Flower Exchange and 
the Co-operative Market. This was 
finally accomplished on a satisfactory 
basis. Then a committee consisting 
of William C. Stickel, E. W. Wood, 
Andrew Christensen, Norris Comley, 
Thomas Roland, Allan Peirce and 
Wm. H. Elliott was appointed to take 
up the matter of finding new quarters, 
The amount of time and effort which 
this committee put into their investi; 
gations will never be realized, except 
by.those members who are in. close 
touch with them. They spent wéeks 
and months traveling about the city, 
dickering with real estate men and 
trying to locate a site which would: be 
satisfactory to all concerned. It was 
a trying and arduous experience, one 
through which no member of the com- 
mittee would willingly go again. 
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Eventually the Cyclorama Building 
was decided upon. 


The Sale of Shares 


Henry Bailey Alden was engaged 
as the architect to draw up the plans 
for remodeling it. Mr. Alden has ar- 
ranged for a very attractive exterior 
on the Tremont Street side, which will 
be completed soon. The actual work 
of reconstruction was placed in the 
hands of J. P. Soule & Co. When 
completed the building will represent 
an investment of $350,000, a large 
part of which has already been raised 
through shares at $20.00 each* which 
are being sold to growers only. 


The basement of the building, which 
has been entirely remodeled so as to 
make an exceedingly commodious and 
convenient salesroom. has been leased 
to Henry M. Robinson & Co. 


At the last annual meeting of the 
Consolidated Market, the following di- 
rectors were elected: William C. 
Stickel, Andrew Christensen, J. Frank 
Edgar, Thomas- Roeland, Edward 
Wood, E. Allan Peirce, George Butter- 
worth, Norris Comley, Samuel J. 
Goddard. 


The First Market 


It is a far cry from the present mar- 
ket building, with its 250 growers and 
salesmen, back to 1891, when William 
A. Bok, Jr., and William C. Stickei 
of Cambridge made the first attempt 


to form a market in Boston. Their 
idea was to have a corps of salesmen 


who should classify and sell flowers. 
It was a good plan theoretically, but 
the growers apparently preferred to 
sell their own products. A year later, 
however, Mr. Stickel planned a sec- 
ond movement which proved success- 
ful and resulted in the formation of 
an organization which was the fore- 
runner of the present corporation 
His idea was to lease a room to be 
divided into stalls, these stalls leased 
to stockholders. It was not an easy 
undertaking to carry out, but Mr. 
Stickel was as persistent in those 
days as he is at the present time, and 
finally enough growers were prevailed 
upon to make the venture so that the 
market might be established. These 
growers were incorporated under the 
name of the Boston Co-operative Flow 
er Growers’ Association. The first 
location was the basement of the 
Horticultural building on the corner 
of Tremont and Bromfield Sts. At 
the end of a year the market was 
moved to the basement of the Park 
Street Church, where it remained for 
thirteen years except for a break of 
one year spent on Columbus Ave. Then 
with a constant increase of business 
it became necessary to find a new lo- 
cation, and the room in Winthrop 
Square was leased. Soon afterwards 
a second market was opened, owing to 
a situation of rivalry that had devel- 
oped. What became at that time 
somewhat of a breach has been en- 
tirely healed now by the union of the 
two markets in the Cyclorama Build- 
ing. 


The First Board 

The first Board of Directors was W. 
C. Stickel, George Cartwright, W. W. 
Tailby, Walter H. Knapp, Dehys Zirn- 
giebel, Henry Cartwright, John Walsh. 
Arthur W. Kidder, all men who had 
created a notable place for them- 
selves in the florist trade. 

Mr. Stickel was elected the first 
president, and has been president ever 
since, 31 years in all, certainly a not- 
able record. 

Country’s Largest Market 

It is impossible to tell how much 
glass was represented when the mar- 
ket organization was first begun, but 
in 1906 the stall holders represented 
2,500,000 square feet. At present at 
least 6,000,000 feet of glass are rep- 
resented in the new market. 

As it stands today the Boston 
Flower Market is without question the 
largest in the country. The remodeled 
building will soon become one of the 
sights of the city. It will be visited 
by florists from every part of the 
country. Fortunately it is reached by 
trolley from both the North and the 
South Stations, and is only a few min- 
utes’ walk from the Back Bay Station. 
It can be reached by automobile with- 
out driving through the congested 
parts of the city, and is surrounded by 
abundant parking space. 

With such a building as they now 
have, it is not surprising that the 
directors have decided upon a mam- 
moth house warming which will be 
held on Saturday, March 10, a date 
which was chosen as it comes just 
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before the flower show in New York. 
At that time practically all of the 
necessary work will have been com- 
pleted, and the market will be in 
shape for inspection. 

It is a tremendous undertaking 
which has been brought to such a 
successful conclusion as is represent- 
ed by the market as it now stands. It 
will go down in history as one of the 
big things accomplished by New Eng- 
land florists, and there seems no rea- 
son to doubt that flowers will be 
bought and sold in this building for 
many generations to come. 





HENRY ROBINSON’S CAREER 





From Flower Boy to Head of New 
England’s Largest Supply House 





From flower boy to the president of 
the largest wholesale florists supply 
house in New England is the brief 
history of Henry M. Robinson, whose 
company opens a new chapter in flor- 
ist annals by shifting the centre of 
the industry to their new establish- 
ment at 541 Tremont St., Boston. The 
details of this steady, insistent climb 
from a small dealer in hardy ferns to 
his present dominating position in the 
Boston Market is a modern romance 
of American business and biography, 
interesting to business folk at large 
and florists in particular. 

Such a sketch, if attempted, would 
but confirm the recent observation of 
a prominent grower that “the expan- 
sion of the Henry M. Robinson Com- 
pany parallels year by year the 
growth of the florist industry in the 
United States.” 

Mr. Robinson’s ’ first independent 
venture into the florist business came 
in the shape of a fern-picking expedi- 
tion to Wakefield one Sunday after- 
noon in 1897. While prospecting for 
ferns, he came across an unusually 
rich patch of the hardy greens, and 
straightway picked a supply which he 
sold the next day in the open market 
for six dollars. This was the begin- 
ning. With this start his fern-picking 
days were over; hiring other to pick 
ferns for him, Mr. Robinson traveled 
about Boston, building up a fern and 
laure] business which now runs inte 
thirty million ferns and thousands of 
yards of laurel every year. 

Until 1905 the green business occu- 
pied his attention exclusively. In that 
year, however, he opened a new store 
at 15 Province Street, installed a mod- 
ern refrigerator and began to buy and 
sell cut flowers on a scale that has 
increased yearly. Simultaneously he 
engaged in the floral supply business, 
and not satisfied with merely turning 
over the goods of other manufacturers

he stepped into that line himself, and 
now controls a large factory in Bos- 
ton where every conceivable variety 
of floral supplies are manufactured. In 
addition to this, his firm has gone in- 
to the importing business, which is re- 
turning to its pre-war proportions, ana 
is a considerable factor in the all- 
around development of this progres- 
sive Company. 

In their new establishment at 541 
Tremont Street, occupied jointly by 
the Boston Flower Market, the firm 
has installed their own refrigerating 
plant, and are planning to concentrate 
on their acre of floor space every ac- 
cessory of the complete floral supply 
house. 


Along with his business, Mr. Robin- 
son’s family has grown in proportion, 
until now at the age of forty-five he 
is the father of seven sons and four 
daughters, all of whom are alive. In- 
cidentally, all are school or college, 
except John, who is asosciated with 
Mr. Robinson in business. Henry, Jr., 
who served two years in the Navy, is 
now a senior at Columbia University, 
while Charles is a student at Dart- 
mouth College, and a member of the 
Varsity football squad. The other 
members of the family range in age 
from seven to nineteen years, and in 
the accompanying picture, taken a 
few years ago, they are all assembled 
in an interesting family group.

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CHANGES AMONG SALESMEN 


A New Alignment at the Flower Mar- 


ket in Boston 


Several interesting changes are re- 
ported among the salesmen at the 
flower market in Boston, involving 
some of the best known salesmen 
there. One anonuncement is that Mr. 
George Noyes is to become the 
salaried representative of Halifax Gar- 
dens, handling the output of this con- 
cern exclusively. The Halifax Gar- 
dens has been increasing its output 
rapidly and is planning for a further 
expansion by the erection of several 
new houses to be devoted to rose 
growing. Mr. Noyes, one of the most 
popular salesmen in the market, has 
been handling the products of severai 
growers in the past on a commission 
basis. He has a great many friends in 
the trade and is being congratulated 
on his selection to represent the Hal- 
ifax Company, which is backed by Mr. 
A. C. Burrage, with Eber Holmes, the 
well known rose grower, in charge. 


Ed. J. Rogean, another well known 
salesman who has been in the market 
for years in partnership with Mr. 
Noyes, now adds Harold Patten, of 
Tewksbury, to his list of growers. Mr. 
Patton is known as one of the leading 
carnation growers of the East, and the 
salesman who has his goods never 
need look far for customers. 

William Hastings, a third salesman 
with a wide reputation, has taken on 
Morey, of Shrewsbury, who formerly 
sold through Mr. Noyes, also the 
Creeper Hill Greenhouses. 





Doubtless these are the first of sev- 
eral changes which will be announced 
after the market is fully established 
in its new quarters. But so far as 
known there is to be no change in 
the personnel of the salesmen who 
are to operate in the new building. 





REFRIGERATION OF THE 
FLOWER EXCHANGE 


The big flower storage refrigerator 
will be one of the features of the 
new market and will have a floor area 
of about 450 square feet. As work on 
the building progresses, four smaller 
refrigerators will be built, two of 
which will be divided into two equal 
compartments, the four boxes to- 
gether having an approximate aggre- 
gate floor area of 400 square feet. Pro- 
vision is also made for the construc-

tion of additional refrigerators in the 
near future. 

All these refrigerators are to be 
cooled by an indirect mechanical re- 
frigerating system, that is by the 
forced circulation of cold _ brine 
through pipe coils suspended near the 
ceilings of the several boxes, the 
brine in turn being cooled in a differ- 
ent part of the building. 

Ammonia will be employed as the 
refrigerant to cool the brine, the vital 
center of the refrigerating system be- 
ing one of the well known “Frick,” 
vertical, single acting, safety head 
type, ammonia compressors, with a 
standard rated capacity of 13.6 tons 
of refrigeration per 24 hours. 

The refrigerating plant is to be in- 
stalled by The Refrigerating Machin- 
ery._Co., Inc., of 294 Washington St.,

Boston, this company being the New 
England distributors of Frick Co. Only 
a relatively small part of the entire 
capacity of the compressor will be 
needed to meet the present refriger- 
ating requirements, thereby providing 
for a very considerable expansion.

Adds to the Cost But Mr. Cassidy 
Thinks It Worth While 





J. J. Cassidy, the well known florist 
of 6 Beacon St., Boston, is being con- 
gratulated on the fact that he had 
ample window insurance to cover the 
damage done to his plate glass win- 
dows recently, when they were 
smashed into by a big truck. Four 
plate glass windows were destroyed, 
and more or less damage done to the 
wood work, entailing a loss of between 
$500 and $600. Fortunately the weath- 
er was not cold. By prompt work 
Mr. Cassidy had the glass restored 
within 24 hours. Perhaps there is 
special reason for Mr. Cassidy having 
his windows insured, as his store is in 
an exposed position on the side of a 
hill. Two or three times before he 
has had windows broken in a similar 
manner. 

There are still some florists who 
do not insure their windows, and in 
individual cases they may be showing 
good judgment. As a rule, though, 
this sort of insurance is very neces- 
sary. The proprietors of some of the 
largest stores in Boston pay about 
$500 a year for insurance of this kind. 
Not only do they insure the plate 
glass, but they also insure separately 
the lettering on the glass. The in. 
surance rates of this character have 
increased enormously in the past few 
years, but so have glass prices.

In a discussion of the European 
corn borer situation it was stated 
that two new parasites were being 
experimented with that promised to 
be very effective. It should be under- 
stood, though, that the complete ex- 
termination of the pests by this 
means could never be expected. It 
was stated also that some entomolo- 
gists believe that the corn borer has 
done considerable good by forcing 
gardeners and farmers to keep their 
premises cleaned up, virtually bring- 
ing about a new type of agriculture. 

In discussing new plants, Mr. Chris- 
tian Vander Voet advised that origi-

in propagation. He spoke particular- 
ly of ornamental crabapples, and 
praised Malus theifera highly. He 
said that seedlings of this Malus came 
true to name. Most other crabapples 
needed to be grown on other stock, 
but he deplored the use of Paradise 
stock as being far too vigorous. 

Mr. Adolph Muller, of Norristown, 
Pa., proprietor of the De Kalb Nurser- 
ies, was introduced, and spoke of 
methods followed by the nurserymen 
of New Jersey and Pennsylvania, who 
bave united in a single organization. 
The members are kept informed as to 
the amount of nursery stock of va- 
rious kinds to be found in other nur- 
series, so that they can gauge their 
planting and propagation work. He 
hoped for an arrangement by which 
this practice could be extended to 
New England and other states. 

Mr. Muller also spoke of his re- 
cent trip to Alaska, when he discov- 
ered a number’ of new plants. He 
spoke particularly of the very beauti- 
ful heaths which he had found in his 
travels, and felt certain that this coun- 
try still contained many very fine 
plants which might well be put into 
cultivation.

MURDER OF WELL KNOWN NEW- 
PORT GARDENER 


Mr. J. S. Fraser McLeish, a private 
gardener having friends in many parts 
of the country, was murdered at his 
home in Newport, R. I., the night of 
January 20. Mr. McLeish’s wife was 
slain at the same time, and the house 
was set on fire.
